S.hNITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Piped  supplies  come  from  the  following  sources 

(1 )  Mickleover  Parish  and  part  of  Stinson  Road  in  the  parish  of 
Twyford  &  Stenson,  are  supplied  from  the  Derby  Corporation  mains. 

(2)  The  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Company  supplies  the' 
following  parishes:-  •  Castle  Gresley,  Cauldwell,  Coton-in-the-Elms , 
Egginton,  Etwall,  Pindern,  Hilton,  Linton,  Lullington,  Netherseal, 

Nev/ton  Solney,  Repton,  Rosliston,  Walton-on-Trent ,  Willington,  Drakelow, 
and  a  large  part  of  Bretby. 

(3)  The  Parish  of  Hatton  and  part  of  Poston  are  supplied  by  water 
purchased  from  the  Tutbury  Rural  District  Council.. 

(4)  The  Parishes  of  Woodville  and  Overseal  are  supplied  from  a  well 

at  Smisby,  supplemented  by  water  obtained  from  the  Ashby  and  Swadlincote 
Joint  Water  Board*  The  hamlet  of  Milton  and  part  of  Bretby  have  also 
a  piped  supply  from  the  Ashby  and  Swadlincote  Joint  Water  Board. 

(3)  'The  Parish  of  Hartshorne  is  supplied  v;ith  water  from  springs  at 
Several  .Woods,  which  gravitates  to  a  covered  rese'r/vo.ir,  and.  the  Parish 
of  Ticknall  from  springs  in  the  village,  which  is  pumped  up  to  a  high 
level  reservoir  and  distributed  by  gravitation;  the  supplies  ard  ample. 

The  remainder  of  the  parishes  are'  supplied 'from  wells  and.  springs. 


During  the  year  21  samples  of  water  have  been  sent  for  analysis, 

10  were  examined  chemically,  and  11  bacteriologically . 

Netherseal,-  Twelve  Council  houses  in  Main  Street  now  obtain 
drinking  water  by  means  of  three  standpipes,  from  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Company.  The  water  will  be  laid  inside  the  houses  after  the  . 
war . 


Chlorination  of  Water  Sup  ply , 

Preparations  have  been  completed  on  the  Council’s  Water  Schemes, 
in  readiness  for  the  installation  of  the  chlorination  plant.  The 
plant  will  be  installed  immediately  all  the  parts  are  delivered. 

Woodville  and  Overseal  Joint  Water  Scheme. 

The  leaks  in  the  Water  Tower  on  the  above  Water  Scheme  have  now 
been  repaired,  with  the  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Report  of  Engineer  & _ Surveyor , 

Hatton.-  The  Sewage  Pumping  Station  at  the  Hatton  Sewage  Works  site 
is  now  under  construction,  and  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be  brought 
into  operation  in  the  very  near  future. 

Hilton , -  The  sewage  from  the  last  four  Council  houses  erected  in  Sutton 
Lane,  Hilton,  which  was  treated  in  individual  cesspools,  has  now  been 
connected  to  the  public  sewer.  This  has  abated  the  nuisance  created  by 
the  cesspools. 

Milton , -  The  sludge  beds  at  this  Sewage  ’Works  are  in  course  of  being 
under-drained . 

Repton .-  Maintenance  repair  works  and  alterations  have  been  carried 
out  at  this  works,  including  the  under-draining  of  the  sludge  beds  and 
the  laying  of  mains  between  the  storm  tank  and  filters  and  the  storm 
tank  and  sludge  beds .

Report  of  Engineer  &  Surveyor  ( contd ) . 

Sunny  Hill,  Stenson  (34  houses)*-  The  storm  relief  manhole  and  sewer 
have  now  heen  constructed  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  away  the  storm 
water  entering  the  Council’s  sewer  from  the  Shardlow  sewerage  systems, 
and  flooding  the  34  houses,  The  storm  water  discharges  into  a  ditch., 
(previously  cleaned  out)  which-  leads  to  Hell  Brook. 

Willington , -  Work  on  the  construction  of  the  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  for  this  parish  is  continuing  very  slowly.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Scheme  will  he  sufficiently  completed  in  the  very  near  future 
to  accept  the  sewage  from  at  least  some  of  the  properties. 

Woodville . -  The  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  heen  received  for 
the  construction  of  a  new  Sewage  Pumping  Station  at  Occupation  Road, 
Woodville,  to  replace  the.  existing  one  rendered  useless  hy  mining  sub¬ 
sidence.  A  tender  has  heen  accepted  for  the  construction  of  the  Pumping 
Station,  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  in  January,  1942.

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS . 

The  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  the  District  is  30,  and  the 
number  of  Licences  granted  to  slaughtermen  was  33. 

•  Periodical  and.  surprise  inspections  were  made  at  slaughter¬ 
houses,  shops  and  vehicles,  and  foo-d  supplies  were  uniformly  good. 

Under  wartime-  restrictions,  all  meat  is  allocated  frcm  various 
Government  controlled  centres,  and  any  complaints  as  to  unfitness 
are  dealt  with  by  the  -Slaughter-house  Manager. 


Contamination  of  Foodstuffs  by  Poison  Gas. 

The  Ministry  bf  Food  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Ministry  of  Home  Security,  requested  the  Council  to  provide 
facilities  for  dealing  with  this  matter.  The- rural  district  was 
searched  for  sites  for  a  suitable  depot,  but  none  of  those  inspected 
were  found  to  be  adaptable.  The  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  to 
combine  with  other  Authorities  was  then  considered,  and  arrangements 
were  concluded  with  the  Borough  of  Bur ton-on-Trent  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Tutbury,  to  provide  a.  suitable  site  -at  Burton-on-Trent, 
and  in  the  meantime  to  ear-mark  sites  at  Messrs.  Nestle* s  factory  at 
Hatton,  and  Messrs.  Wilts  United  Dairies-,  Egginton  Depot,  should  an 
emergency  arise .
